
OOSSIP OF THK TURF. 

A San Francisco letter to a Cincinnati news- 
paper conveys the following information con- 
cerning a turf character well known in Chicago. 

“White Hat” Dan McCarty, who invaded 
the middle west and the far east with a good 
string of gallopers several years ago, winning 
the American Derby with C. H. Todd, and 
several stakes years afterward with Sorrento, is 
now the possessor of qnite a big stable of cheap 
but well-bred flyers. Last winter, backed by a 
well-known politician and capitalist of this 
city, “White Hat” bought about every yearling 
offered at the auction sales here which did not 
go over $60. He reasoned that out of the bunch 
of forty or fifty be secured there might be a 
Moringa or a Guido. At Ingleside he has the 
following two-year-olds in the hands of Trainer 
Billy Appleby:

“Jerry Haliissy, a very promising youngster, 
by Oscar— Rosetta, broke bis leg last week and 
was destroyed. Some Day was bred by A. 
Joseph, an old friend of McCarty’s, and Mc- 
Carty bred* Gnrtmore .himself. Of the horses 
spoken of above. White Hat and May Gertrude 
have shown well enough in private to make 
McCarty think they will pay for all the others 
if the remaining twelve prove worthless. Dan’s 
scheme makes one think of the plan of a Mary- 
ville (Missouri), horseman in 1884. That season 
be purchased every youngster at the Belie 
Meade sale that did not bring over $300, and 
Egmont and Eastlake were in the bunch he 
secured. The first-named was about the best 
race horse in the middle-west in 1887 and 1188. 
Moringa, a little Sobranje gelding in California 
that has won more than a dozen grand races, 
was sold as a yearling for $25, and at another 
Thornton sale, Guido, who captured upward of 
forty races, and is holder of the mile-beat record, 
passed under the hammer at $90. Moringa ran 
a mile in l;39i at Los Angeles last fall, and has 
gone the circuit here in about 1:40 on several 
occasions. All of which makes one thing that 
McCarty may have done a very clever thing in 
buying up the cheap yearlings.” 

An eastern exchange says that there is now a 
slashing lot of youngsters in training in Ed 
Feakes’ charge at the Gideon & Daly farm at 
Holmdel, N. J. They will not be brought up uutil 
a couple of days before the opening at Morris 
Park. If appearances count for anything, the 
best of the lot is a full brother to High Degree, 
the filly that ran second to Martimas in last 
year’s Futurity. He is by His U ighness — Nettie, 
by Neptune, and is a handsome chestnut. Mr. 
Gideon is ready to back him as being the best 
looking colt in the country, and he promises t« 
be a star performer, too. But of that Mr. 
Gideon, always a cautions man, will say noth- 
ing at this early date. 

Yesterday’s St. Louis Republic says: “Barney 
Bcbreiber continues to enlarge bis scope as a 
breeder of thoroughbreds, having just pur- 
chased in California The Swain, a 7-year-old 
stallion by Galore — Pride of the Village. The 
Swain was a good racehorse, having won east 



and west for Covington & Kent, who campaigned 
the horse with success all over the country. 
Galore, the sire of The Swain, is by the great 
English stallion Gallopin, who sired the famous 
St. Simen. The Swain is said to be a large 
powerful horse of excellent couformation, and 
will doubtless prove a most desirable addition 
to the list of stallions at Mr. Schreiber’s Wood- 
lands Farm. The first get of Sain made its 
appearance at Woodlands the other day in the 
shape of a large, husky chestnut colt out of 
Caroline Hamilton. The latter used to race in 
the colors of H. Engene Leigh, and will be 
remembered as a race mare of more than ordin- 
ary ability. Her first foal, Tayon, a 2-year-old 
bay colt by Lissak, will be campained this sea- 
son and is now at Little Rock with the rest of 
the Scbreiber 2-year-olds. Sain is the youngest 
stallion at Woodlands. He is a grandson of the 
noted St. Simon, England’s greatest thorough- 
bred stalliou. Other foals reported from Wood- 
lands are a chestnut colt by Balgowan— Contest 
and a bay colt by Service — Ottawa. Mr. 
Schreibsr has also bought a number of brood 
mares in California this winter, which will be 
shipped to the farm shortly. 

The boys who recently served grandstand 
patrons at Ingleside lost their places at one 
fell swoop a few days ago, the whys and where- 
fores being thus detailed in one of the ’Frisco 
newspapers: “Eight pool boys lost their places 
at Ingleside because they did business exclu- 
sively with one bookmaker, Fred Cook. The 
boys pay a license of $2.50 a day, including their 
admission, to do errands for the ladies. Some 
of them make as high as $20 a day placing 
money. But some wanted to make mors, and 
bookmaker Cook showed them bow. He paid 
the young agents’ license in exchange for their 
patronage. Somebody complained that Cook 
gave poor odds. For fear of being reported to 
the association, the poolboys took some of their 
money to more liberal-minded bookmakers. 
This breach of contract incensed Cook, and he 
raised an uproar. When the Jockey Club heard 
about the affair it discharged the boys. _ The 
club would have made a clean job bad it dis- 
charged the scheming bookmaker. A broker 
who will resort to such practices has no busi- 
ness in the ring.” 

The English Stud book is private property 
owned by the Weatherby’s and the Jockey 
Club has nothing to do with it. For reasons 
not as yet explained Messrs Weatherby have 
decided to exclude American bred horses from 
its pages. The Sportsman of London says 
of the matter: “Messrs. Weatherby intend ex- 
cluding from the Stud Book in future all Ameri- 
can stock which does not trace at all points to 
British importations, and I need not tell those 
who have studied the subject that this 
would at once rule out about nine-tenths 
of the race horses bred in America, 
for even the great Lexington traces 
at one point to native American sources, 
and such animals as Caiman and Myakka are 
really half breeds from our point of view; but 
it is to be hoped the stewards of the Jockey 
Club, who do not hold any control of the Stud 
Book, will never allow a similarly exclusive 
policy to be adopted in racing, nor does it seem 
easy to understand why Messrs. Weatherby, 
having in the preface to Vol. 18 adopted a per- 
fectly reasonable scheme for offering the hospi- 
tality of the Stud Book to our friends across 
the Atlantic, should now doss it with a bang, 
BO to speak. To buyers of Mr. Haggin’s year- 
ling fillies last autumn these will not be tidings 
of comfort and joy,” 

It would be interesting to know what the 
Weatherbys intend to do about the progeny of 
Umpire, Brown Prince, Preakness, Foxhall and 



other American breds that must now be in the 
English Stud Book registry. 

According to a dispatch from Louisville a 
member of the ancient and highly venerated 
tribe of “best known horsemen in the country” 
has the thing all settled and announces that 
the first six horses in the Kentucky Derby 
will finish as follows: Manuel, 1; Ordnnng, 2; 
The Kentuckian, 3; The Barrister, 4; His Lord- 
ship, 5; Mazo, 6. This is good information 
kindly furnished. The discouraging feature 
is that since they now are fully informed as to 
what is to happen the owners of The Barrister, 
His Lordship and Mazo may conclude it not 
worth while to start for fourth, fifth and sixth 
money and thus spoil what otherwise might be 
a really interesting race. 

TEN WINNERS IN TWELVE RACE.S. 

Daily Racing Fobm isn’t a bornblower. 
But its men were pretty good about last Satur- 
day’s races and beat all records. There were 
six events at Ingleside and six more at New 
Orleans. At each track five of the six winners 
were named and figured to win. The Ingleside 
failure was Reno, who was beaten by Our Cli- 
mate. The other five winners, Toribio, 5 to 1; 
Kittie Kelly, 2 to 1; The Bachelor, 2 to 5; Joe 
Ullman, 11 to 10, and Formero, 2 to 1, were all 
named to win. 

At New Orleans the record was five winners 
in six races. The New Orleans failure was 
Prince Zsno, who was second to K. C. The New 
Orleans winnars were King Barleycorn, 3 to 1; 
Jack Willis, 31 to 1; Bright Night, 7 to 10; 
Cherry Leaf, evens, and Lilian Bell, 8 to 5. 
Three Ingleside races were figured one-two-three 
undone New Orleans race one-two. There was 
no “private” or “inside” information about the 
selections. They came out of Daily Racing 
Form’s chart figures. The two selections that 
ware beaten were both favorites in the betting. 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

Annual liceuses to traiuers will probably bo 
issued by the Jockey Club Committee ou 
License this week. Seventy-five applica- 
tions for license are now ou file with F. O. 
Hanlon, assistant secretary. Only persons 
having one or more horses in charge and 
peisonally training and caring for same will be 
granted a license. This ruling is designed to 
weed out the army of track followers who 
apply for a trainer’s license in the expectation 
of securing a stable of horses later ou. — New 
York Sun. 

Some of the two-year-olds at Memphis did 
good work Sunday, Among the moves reported 
were: Patterson’s Kentucky, blk. c, 2, by Kings- 
ton — Meter, and McMeakin’s colt by Fonso — 
Daisy Rose worked four furlongs in :50i; Tom-

Son’s Joe Simrall, in 5U; A. H. & D, H Morris’ 
Bonnivard and Petit Maitra, in :52; J. B. Lew- 
man’s Kisberdale and Mollie Newman, in :50 
fiat. 

Knight of the Thistle, the property of Lncien 
Appleby, is one of those chosen by English 
critics to win the Linconshire Handicap, to be 
run in England on March 21. Knight of the 
Thistle and Berzak are both in the bands of 
John Huggins, and “Tod” Sloan will ride the 
best of the pair, for the former’s racing quali- 
ties are leased to Sloan’s employer. Lord W il- 
liam Beresford. 

Two prominent western racing stables will 
ship east from California April 15, They are the 
W. B. Jennings and P. Dunne strings. The Jen- 
nings collection, beaded by that rare mare 
Briar Sweet, will go to Sheepsbead, while the 
Donne horses will find quarters at the Grave* 
send track.— New York Herald, 



INGLESIDE IS IN PERIL. 

San Francisco, Cal.,' March 13.— The Beard 
of Supervisors of San Francisco today passed 
the ordinance, which will stop racing at Ingle* 
side, unless Mayor Phelan vetoes it. He is a 
democrat and is not likely to do so. The ordi- 
nance reads as follows : 

Section 1, It shall be unlawful to sell pools, 
or to make books, or to make bets or wagers, 
wherein money or other articles of value are 
staked or pledged on races or other contests 
between horses within the inclosnre of a race 
track, or in any other place in or within this 
city and county. 

Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful for any person or 
persons, manager, or proprietor, or corporation, 
owning or controlling any racetrack, or any 
person or persons in or within any other place 
in this city and county, to permit the sale of 
pools or books or wagers wherein money or 
other articles of value are staked on horses or 
other contests between horses in this city and 
county, or elsewhere. 

Sec. 3. Any person violating any of the pro- 
visions of this order shall be deemed guilty of 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction tberof, shall 
be punished by fine of not more than $500, or by 
imprisonment of not more than six months, or 
by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Sec. 4. All orders or parts of orders in con- 
flict with the provisions of this order are hereby 
repealed.

Schreiber’s bunch is not attract- 
ing qnite as much attention as they did some 
time ago. They are are all doing well enough, 
though. Tayon, a Lissak colt, is going along at 
at a lively clip and Bonndlee, the sou of Bound- 
less, is also doing well. Both will do to watch 
when the races begin. Mannion & Connor have 
a very fair-looking bunch of two-year-olds, but 
they are not nearly so far advanced in their 
training as some of the others here. 

“Branch Martin’s youngsters are all going 
along nicely, and if they do not get some of the 
money at the Little Rock meeting it will be a 
surprise to those who are watching them. They 
are certainly a good looking lot of colts, and 
they are doing their work well. Mr. Martin has 
adopted the colors of the Little Rock carnival 
as his racing colors, aud when Joe P, Quinn, 
Gus Blass, Judge Mills and Martin Boy make 
their appearance in public they will carry a buy 
clad in red, green and gold with a red cap, 
“Mabel W,, a throe-year-old and an Arkansas 
Derby candidate, has worked six furlongs in 
1 :20 and will try for the stake. All the othef 
Derby condidates are going along nicely.”
